Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the claimed combination wherein 
comprising a cylindrical part which is static, fixed and immovably mounted relative to the 
motor, a rotating element attached to an end of the spindle and a coil spring, with a first 
end secured to the rotating element, being arranged/wrapped on the cylindrical part, 
and wherein an axis of the coil spring is in alignment with an axis of the rotating 
element. .
